GAYS: STUDY TEAM 
TO SAMPLE VIEWS 


A MINISTRY of Defence assess- 
ment team has been formed to 
test the views of Service person- 
nel on the Armed Forces’ policy 
of excluding homosexuals. 

A review of policy was urged by Lord 
Justice Simon Secu who, in a recent 
High Court case, upheld MOD ’s current 
position but said “the tide of history” was 
against it. 

Headed by a semor civil servant, the 


ascesment team will be staffed by officers 
from the Navy, Army and RAF 


Views will be sought from personne! of all 

sand across the ranks in all three Services 
The armed forces of other NATO nations will 
be visited to gauge their policies on homoscx- 
uality, but it αὶ not planned to take evidence 
from pressure groups. 

The assessment is duc to be complete d in 
January when a “paper of cvidence” will be 
submitted to Ministers. The evidence will be 
presented to the Defence Select Committee 
who may, if they wish, hear witnesses. The 
final decision on whether reforms should go 
ahead ts expected to rest with Parhament dur- 
ing next year’s debate on the Armed Forces

In September the First Sea Lord, Admiral 
Ser Jock Slater, publicly declared his oppost-

“There is no choice of association in a ship. 
There is no privacy,” he said. “And so | am 
absolutcly certam that ἢ αὶ unacceptable in a 
ship of the Fleet to have declared homoscxu 
als.”

The call for help came via US Forces and, conditions in the 
pitch darkness too extreme for a seaborne evacuation, 

were taken off in the ship's Lynx helicopter piloted by L! 
Anderson. Later they were disembarked by boat to a 


As reports came in of hurricane damage across the lesser 
Antilles, including St Maarten, Antigua, Barbuda and Sit Kitts, 
steamed back north dy to assis! wherever 
necessary as Luis took a direct line 
slammed into Anguilla. 

There the Type 42 destroyer found all essential services had 

been wrecked - power and communication lines were unusable, 
parts of the island were under several feet of water 
and the buildings’ roofs were badly damaged. 

Coastal vessels and yachts were washed up on the shore, 
cars overturned — and the few light aircraft which had been 
unable to leave the island were strewn across the airport, which 
was completely out of action. 

Amazingly, there were no Casualties — but Southampton'’s 
arrival was t and reassuring, her ship's company under- 
taking first assessment and operations less 
than 12 hours after the hurricane had passed over. Her 
ship RFA Oakleaf joined her soon afterwards.

SAVED 20,000 


A ROYAL MARINES officer who 
saved 20,000 people by foiling a 
Serbian dambuster plot returned 
to the region for a hero's wel- 
come in September. 
Capt Mark Gray, who two years ago 
Was SCrving aS an acting major with UN 
cacckeeping forces in Croatia, secretly 
owered the water level of the Peruca 
Dam before Serb forces blew it up. 
Twenty-five villages lay below the structure 
which is twice the suze of the massive Kiclder 
Dam in Northumberland. The Serbs had cut 
off water to the villages and the level behind 


the dam was nsing dangcrously 

Capt Gray's suspicions that the dam had 
been mined by the Serbs were confirmed by 
British Army engineers. So, under the noses of 
Serb soldiers he ran cxcess water oul via a 
drainage Channel, reducing the dammed level 
by about 20f 


Explosives 


The Serbs detonated the explosive charges 
when the Croatians regained control of the 
area and the dam slumped several fect. But, 
thanks to Capt Gray's draimage, the dam did 
not fail and a catastrophe was averted. 

The remarkable story of the Peruca Dam 


was told last month by Prof Paul Back, an 
enginecring specialist speaking al the confer 
ence of the British Association of Science in 
Newcastle upon Tyne 

He said that at the time few were aware of 
Capt Gray's part m the crn, newspapers 
reporting that “a miracle” had saved the 
20,000 villagers. 

Capt Gray returned to 3 Cdo Brigade ΗΟ 
and Signal Squadron on complction of his UN 
duties. 

Last month he was taking part in an cxer- 
crse at HMS Dryad shortly before his journey 
back to the Peruca Dam to receive the thanks 
of the Croatian Hydro-Electricity Company 
and to witness its reopening.
